All over the World horse pro- 

tection ‘“Societics’’ are controlled, 
or largely controlled, by Britishers, 
or those born of British stock. 
Contrast the case of horses in Brit- 
ish ‘Countries with those in Latin 
Race Countries.

During the Great War the tre- 

mendous importance of the econo- 
mie study of horsemastership ne- 
cessitated a special branch of the 
Army being started under the able 
head of General John Vaughan.

The French Army where horgemas- 
tership was positively terrible asked 
for British Army experts to go and 
instruct them in the care of horses.

The care of the horsd in the Ar- 
ny today is consequently maintain- 
d at a very high standard. In 
keeping this advance with modern 
times it is only natural that onc 
hould expect to see the scietwe of 
riding, and horse-triining brought 
up to a similar high standard. 
That this is done there is no doubt 
in the mind of anyone who has 
been to the Army (Equitation 
School at Weedon, England.

At the present moment this school 
is commanded by Brig. R. @. How- 
ard-Vyse, C/M.G., 'DJS8.0. ‘Royal 
Horse Guards, and the ‘chief Inst. 
is Col. Arthur Brooke, 1.8.0. 
Royal Horse Artillery. (The pre- 
sent command has lately taken over 
from General A. E. W. Harman 
C.B., DS.O. formerly cammanding 
the third Cavalry Tivision-) There 
are five assistants officers Instruc- 
tors.

The objects of the school are to 
train Officers and ‘N.C.O. pupils 
on a ten month's course in riding 
and horse-training, and to train 
to a very high state of efficiently 
most of the officers chargers in the 
Army. These horses go through 
3 two year course.

That the system at Weedon, is 
far superior to other schools, and 
to pre-war methods is proved by 
the increasing number of successes 
gained by the pupils and ex-pupils 
at all the big horse shows.

The riding amongst the N'C.0’'s 
and Men in the British Army has 
«reatly improved, in the past 15- 
20 years. No longer the long 
straight leg and the absence of 
‘Shands,’ ‘but all rartks are taught 
to ride across country with a seat 
as near that of the ‘hunting seat’ 
as possible. By this of course is 
not. meant the old style hnnting 
Seat of sitting back as the horse 
se to a jump and probably 
“‘strap-hanging,’’ far from it. The 
modern pupil does most of his 
carly juniping without the use of 
reins and eonseyquentiy developes 
a good balance with seat. The 
idea is to make the Cavalryman 
and all round practical horseman

For a time in the past it was 
rightly alleged that Weedon had 
gone jumping mad and that the 
British Army might become artifi- 
cial horse show men like some of 
the European Nations instead of 
all round practical horsemen and 
Sportsmen, bnt happily this has 
all been rectified. Jumping and 
show jumping too, is part of the 
training of ‘both horse and man at 
Weedon, but show jumping in it- 
self is only aaneans to an end. The 
artificial methods practised by 
those who look upon show jumping 
as an end in itself doea not take 
the horse very far nor the army 
that allows it. 


—o—-: 

The wonderful exhibitions of 
horsemanship and trick riding at 
the Royal Tournament, and at Al- 
dershot and other places put on by 
the Riding Establishment froin 
Weedon, 17/21st Lancers, 3rd ‘Ca- 
ratbineers, 14-20th Hussars and 8th 
‘Hussajs, furnished wonderful 
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proof of the excellence of the hor- 
semanship and horsemastership in 
the Army today. It was most strik- 
ing the smooth and kindly way all 
the horses performed their work 
without any fuss or ‘bother—whieh 
is the result of the system of train- 
ing and riding now taught at Wee- 
don. 





General Toby, the property of 
Major R. S. Timinis, has been des- 
troyed at the age of 16 on account 
of permanent lameness, resulting 
from injures receved while jump- 
ing.

THE CHARGE OF THE HOUSEHOLD 
CAVALRY BRIGADE AT “‘KASSAS- 
SIA” AND “‘TEL-EL-KEBIR,” 
EGYPT, 1882. 


By T. D. Masey 





As the distinguished Regiment 
with which the Royal Canadian 
Dragoons are affiliated, is, at the 
present time in Egypt and in view 
of the recent political troubles 
there, [ am tempted to white this, 
hoping it may be of interest to 
some of your reader—I remember 
the whole oscurrenees well myself 
—In the first place to get a clear 
idea why the British Government 
established garrisons in Egypt, it 
is necessary to go back to the year 
1882, when serious political trou- 
bles arose; organized, by Agita- 
tors, the principle one being an 
Army Officer by the name of 
““Arabi Pasha’. He defied the 
‘“Kihedive’s’’ —aiuthority —_ after 
riots and a massacre of Europeans 
at the town of Alexandria on the 
Coast, he sct himself up as Dietat- 
or with the Egyptian Army to 
back him up. The Egyptian Army 
thought Arabi infallible, and could 
not be beaten. The British and 
“rench Governments up to 1882, 
ad a dual control of affairs in 
Egypt; but on this embrassing si- 
tuation arising, Franee hesitated 
in taking action, and ultimately 


badked out of any share or respon- 
sibility of interference, so it was 
left to the British Government to 
act alone, especially as the Suez 
Canal might be destroyed, which 
at that time, was the short cut 
to the Indian Empire. 


The Meditteranean Gquadron, 
was ordered to proceed to ‘ Alex- 
andria,’’? and Vombard the Forts 
to a surrender, then to land Sail- 
ors and Marines, .to protect life 
and property, restore order and 
confidence, and put out fires-also 
some British and Indian Troops 
at ‘“Cyprus’’ and ‘‘Malta’’ were 
sent as a temporary garrison until 
the Expeditionary Foree from En- 
gland arrived. 

Admiral B. Seymour, anchored 
his big ships outside, and along the 
Harbour front, but sent ‘in a Gun- 
boat named the ‘‘Condor’’ Capt- 
ain Charles Beresford, to bombard 
the forts at wlose range this the 
‘“Condor’’ — suecessfully —aceom- 
plished—as ‘‘Arabi's’’ ‘big guns 
could not be sufficiently depress- 
ed, to hit such a small target. 

‘Meanwhile the big ‘ships got 
down to business, and soon made 
a mess of all the Forts, and the 
earthwork outside the town—litly 
th to July 12th. After the two 
days bombardment the ships land- 
ed their parties. 

With the approval of a ‘‘Libe- 
ral Government,’’ the C-in Cltief 
the Duke of Cambridge, organized 
an Expeditionary Force, and ap- 
pointed a distinguished officer na- 
med Sir Garnet Wolseley,—then 
Adjt.-Gen- to command it July 
3rd. 

It.-Gen. Sir Garnet Wolseley, 
and a staff of ‘his selected officers 
were soon busy at the old War 
Office, Pal-Mall, and = planned a 
speedy, and suecessful campaign—- 
it lasted four months—and was 
carried out in schedule time and 
almost to the last detail. The Prince 
of Wales (the late King Edward) 
volunteered to go with the Foree, 
but the British Government did 
not think it wise to consent; but 
his brother Patrick, The Dutke of 
Connaught, (much against the 
wishes of his Mpther (Queen Vie- 
toria) was allowed to proceed and 
was given the ‘Command of the 
Brigade of Foot Guards, and was 
under fire at the battle of ‘‘Tel- 
el-Kebir.’” 

The Cavalry of the Expedition- 
ary Force, consisted of a Composi- 
te Regiment of Household Caval- 
ry,, the 4th and 7th Dragoon 
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Guards, and 19th Hussars, (em- 
ployed independently) and three 
Regiments of India Cavalry, and 
one Squadron 10th Hussars under 
General Wilkinson. The Ist and 
2nd Life Guards, and Royal Hor- 
se Guards each supplied 153 N.C. 
O's. and Troopers, ind 6 Officers, 
making a Regiment of 500 for Ae- 
tice Service. 

The Brigadier Generals chosen, 
were two of the finest ‘Cavalry 
leaders in the British Army—Ma)j. 
Gen. Drury Lowe, 17th Laneers 
(South Africa) and Colonel Sir 
Baker Russell, 13th Hussars ({nd.) 
my own brothers Regiment, when 
in India, Colonel Ewart of the 
2nd Life Guards (B. 1838) who 
had been in the regiment. sinee 
1858, and was senior to Sir Baker 
Russell, graciously waved his right 
to be made a Brigadier, in favour 
of the younger and more up to date 
Cavalry leader—In doing this, it 
allowed Col. Ewart to retain Com- 
mand of his Life Guards. 

A few of the most prominent 
officers of the Composite Regi- 
ment were: Major The Hon. Reg. 
Talbot, Ist Life Guards, of Hand- 
Cah fame; Major Town- 
shend, 2 Life Guards; Col. Milne 
Hume, 2nd in eommand of the 
Royal Horse | ‘Guards. Capt. 
Brocklehurst, RH...  Gds. Lieut- 
Sir J. Willoughby, R.H., Gds. who 
figured in the Jamieson Raid in 
1896, and was one of the offivers 
condemned to death by lresident 
Kruger's Govermnent.

The dress, and eqnipment, of the 
Ex-Foree formed an important 
epoch, in the hostory of dress of 
the Cavalry, espevially—thanks to 
Sir Garnet Wolseley; the brown 
Pith Helmets, had Rung over them 
a large quilted brown Cotton Spi- 
ne protector, being padded with 


Cotton batting, awt formed an

Serges, white or drab riding bree- 
ches, made of Cord, or Drill and 
they also carried a long 
fly swish, the same as that carried 
by the Indian Cavalry and wore 
brown top boots.

The horses were equipped with 
hay nets, and plaited cord, brow 
fringes, to keep the millions of 
flies out of their eves. ‘Mhe Life 
Guard Squadons were inspeeted by 
their Colonel-in-Chief the Prince 
of Wales, at Windsor on July 
31st, and embarked on Ang. Ist, 
on two ships whieh tovk the regi- 
ment out. 

The seeond ship left) dock Ane. 
3rd and earried the G.O.C. Nir 
Garnet Wolseley. who had been 
ordered by his doctors to take a 
long sea voyage, to recuperate his 
health- He landed at Alexandria 
Ang. 16th., and made his base at 
“Tsmallia’’ whieh was about 300 
miles east of Alexandria, and about 
the middle of the Suez Canal—this 
was a secret plan of his—After 
some fighting Ismallia was oceuwp- 
ied by the British on Aug. 20th. 
The General's scheme was to eut 
off, eapture or destroy all of Ara- 
bis troops from Alexandria to Is- 
matlia before they eould reach Cai- 
ro, or dainago the Canal or Water 
supplies, so he worked West. and 
started at the SuezCanal on Aug: 
24th and 25th. The two Squadrons 
of Life Gnards, with two guns of 
the RELA. charged the Egyptian 
Troops. It was the first time they 
had been in wetions sinee ‘* Water- 
lov"? 67 years previously. On Aug. 
28th General Graham was at a 
place called ‘“Kassassin’’ (a loek, 
ena Canal) with him were the 
4th Dragoon Guards; guns Infan- 
ry, Mounted Infantry, and 19th 
Hussars: On September 9th, he was 
attacked for the seeond time hy 
Arabi Pasha (who had been re- 
pelled temporary) General Drury 
Lowe was at this time at a place 
he had taken ealled ‘‘Masahma*' 
(4 miles from Kjassassin) which 
he had taken on August 25th after 
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some fighting. Arabi, knew that if 


he did not renew his attack on 
General Graham's Forces very 
soon he would have a_ bigger 


force to contend with so he made 
another advance. At the first 
alarm at dawn, Gen. Drury Lowe, 
‘turned out with the 7th Dragnon 
Guards, and 4 Guns and marehed 
for the Enemy’s left flank, find- 
ing the Artillery firing was dis- 
tant and died ont he returned to 
his Camp at 1 p.m. 

At 4.30 pm. t-ame a hei’9 to him 
from General Gyaham that the 
Enemy were advancing in force. 
At 530 p.m. this helio was con- 
firm by a *‘Galloper’’, Lieut. Pi- 
rie, 4th Dragoen Guards, who lat- 
er transferred to the Ist Life 
Guards. He gave General Drury 
Lowe the impression that Gene- 
ral Graham, was going to be hard 
pressed, and would not be able to 
hold his own,—he found the Gene- 
ral ready to march immediately 
and take the Enemy on the left 
flank as previously requested by 
General Graham.

CLAIMED BY ITALIANS 
COMMEMORATED 





Florence Will have a Mediaeval 
Revival in Qostume Was a Real 
Rough Game in the Olden Days. 


The City of Florenee,

by inaugurating the spring 
football season with a game 
of soceer to be played under medie- 
val rules. The contest will be at 
Teatro Della Signoria, the prinei- 
pal square of the ety, and play- 
ers in medieval costumes. 
Football, the Italians claim, was 
derived from the game of ‘'ealla-

ra” or ‘‘caleio’”? which was play- 


ed in Florence during the 14th 
and 15th eentuies. Great Britain 
disputes the Italian claim of ori- 
ginating the game and the 1930 
revival of may 
forth a renewal of the argument 
which resulted when Florence first 
advaneed its claim in 1898, 

According to British legends 
football originated in Chester ‘thy 
the gleeful ikicking through the 
Btreets of the heads of conquerod 
Tanes, while Denby advances the 
tradition that foothall was estiab- 
lished there in 217 A.D. to cele- 
brate the victory of British troops 
over Roman cohorts. 

The Eneyelopedia Britannia 
recognizes none of the claims, de- 
elaring that footballs origin ia 
“obscure and disputed.’?’ W. B. 
Heard reviewed the Italian claim 
in lan article which appeared in 
the June 1902 issue of the bad- 
minton magazine of London. 

Heard told, of the revival of 
‘Sealcio”® at Florence in 1898 after

With Much Pomp 


Caleio, aecording to Count Gio- 
vanni e’ Bardi, 15th eentury Ita- 
lian writer was ‘‘a public game of 


two hands of ymiths on foot and 
without. amns, who, with honor- 
able intent, strive in peaceful wise 
to impel a ball of moderate size 
through the goal of the oppening 
side.” 

iCalcio was a carnival attraction, 
players wearing doublets, and 
hose of crimson satin or velvet or 
“even eloth of gold*’, The main 
feature of the game was its 
pomp, players (being preceded onto 
the field by trumpeters and drum- 
mers. The earliest gala calcio 












game on record took place in the 
15th century on the oceasion of a 
combat between Pier Capoini and 
one of Charles VIII's French 

zhts, who challenged tlhe Flo- 
refttine champion. 

By 1679 the game had fallen 
into disrepute and peasants were 
allowed to participate, For more 
than 100 years before the Florenee 
revival of 1898 the sport had no 
place in Italian athletics. 

Alfred Gibson and William 
Pickford historian of Mnelish soe- 
cer football in their volume **oot- 
ball and its History’’ 
the Itaktian claim) of originating 
football, declaring that calcio was 
“no more like modern football than 
the games of the Stone Ages. 

They made no attempt to defi- 
nitely establish the origin of foot- 
ball, declaring that it was just as 
ereditable to believe that the game 
was played by the navvies of the 
Tower of Babel as to recognize 
other clagms, and that: 


, depreeated 


Among Aborigines. 


“It is easy to believe that tho 
hairy aboriginal passed cool sum- 
mer evenings, his sbone hatchet 
handy at the mouth of his bone 
chewed cave, and, with one eye 

he lanseape watchful of a sud- 
“weft approach of an iguanodon of 
pre-ice, age, and the other on his 
fralicsome boys , held a parental 
brief as referee over the rough and 
tumble ‘football gamers’ played 
with the skull of the late ext 
door neighbor.’’ 

There is a creitable record vy 
Fritz Stephen that in 1175 Lon- 
don school boys played? a game 
known as football after dinner on 
Shrove Tuesday, and for years 
after it was the custom to have a 
full afternoon of football on Shro- 
ve Tuesday. 

In 1314 football was forbidden 
by King Edward II. ‘‘owing to 
the evil that might arise through 
many people hustling together.’’ 
In 1389 Richard 11, passed another 
act prohibiting football and encou- 
raging archery. 


Real Rough Unce * 


Football was not recognized as a 
awful sport in England until the 
Wth century, and even then the 
minent antiquaria, Stubbs, wrote 

“olows: 


—Coneerning football play, I 
rotest unto you that it may ra- 
rer be caller a friendlie kind of 
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fighting than recreation. For doth 
not everyone lye in waight for his 
adversaries, secking to overthrow 
him and pick him on his nose, 
though it be on hard, stones, 
diteh or dale, or whatsoever place
